"My father and grandfather were 


Democrats and I was born and 
brought up a Democrat, but in 1904 
when I cast my first vote for a 
president, I voted for the Repub- 
lican candidate, Theodore Roose- 
velt, because I thought, he was a' 
better Eterapcjai"than ;;th~c^drioV.' 
cralic' candidate.'?

In lhat same 
year 
President \ 


Roosevelt said to a person he was 
talking with "You would be sur- 
prised to "know how many in- 
dividual Republicans I have voted 
for." 


At a White House press confer- 


ence in September, 1938, Mr. Roose- 
velt, who apparently had no idea 
of running for a third term al lhat 
time, said lhal 'if there is a good 
liberal running on Ihe (1940) Rep- 
ublican ticket, I would not have 
the slightest objection to his elect- 
ion." 


Last year, in a letter to the con- 


vention of Young Democrats at 
Pittsburgh, the president all but 
said in so many words that he 
would not support a conservative 
Dernocral if one should be nom- 
inated by Ihe 1940 convenlion. He 
declared that in such a case he, 
personally, would "find il im- 
possible lo have any active part" 
in what he termed "such an un- 
forlunale suicide of the old Demo- 
cratic parly." 


Even if the Pulaski County De- 


mocratic Committee is right in 
holding that there is legal war- 
rant for asking action against 
Willkie Democrats, or 
"Wilkic- 


crals," it apparently could not 
gel support, for rigid insistence 
on party regularity, from a Demo- 
craf-who has twice been elected 
president of the

as a Democrat, who has been nom- 
inated for a third term as a Demo- 
crat, and is bf virtue of his posi- 
tion the head and leader of the 
Democratic parly.

day.

filled with cold confidence, the Prime* 
Minister declared that Britain ha'di 
decided to offer these "suitable sites" 
to the United States in Newfound- 
land and the West Indies and was- 
not asking any; advantage in return. 


However, he did appeal for 'time- 


ly reinforcement" to Britain's navy 
from the United Slates—in reference 
to some 50 over-age American destroy, 
ers which Britain wants to buy.

LITTLE ROCK — A $79,000,000 development of the While river basin, with 


dams and reservoirs to produce vast quantities of electric power end protect 
28,000 square miles from floods, was recommended by the War Department to 
congress late Monday.

Small Town Is 
Air-Mail Stop 


Forecasts That 
Every Town to 
Have Stop Soon

WASHINGTON-It looks as if the 


time will come when every whistle 
stop in the United Stales will hnvc 
air mail service—and I don't mean 
the kind that travels by some creep- 
ing mixed local from the nearest big 
air terminal, 


I menn the kind of service that picks 


it up nnd lays it down each day, right 
back of the general store or at least 
no farther away than Jones' cow pas- 
ture. 


The post office department and the 


Civil Aeronautics board, after exper- 
imenting n year, have just issued now 
certificates to All American Aviation, 
Inc., Richard C. clu Pout's company at 
Wilmington, Del. 
This extends the 


service to seven acstern states and 
Rives the advantage of mail wilh 
wings to 131 small communities which 
haven't had it before. 


Has Served 18!l Cities 


If you think that isn't branching out 


in a hurry, just consider that after 
22 years of air transportation, the mail 
has been flying into and out of only 
189 cities, most of which are cities of 
100,000 or more or arc natural stops 
on existing air passengre routes. 


The smallest town in the new set-tip 


according to Rep. Jennings Randolph, 
of West Virginia, is Glenville, W. Va., 
where the population on last count 
was 799 persons. 


In case you have forgotten, the new 


service is made possible by that pick- 
up gadget that looks like a rope 
stretched between two football goal 
posls. The pilot, hedge-hopping, hooks 
the pouch as he glides over, at the 
same time releasing the pouch of in- 
coming mail. 


Feed re Service Used 


It's obvious of course that the tiniest 


cominunitios can not supply enough 
mail to justify service. The post of- 
fice department has gotten around this 
by feeding the smaller towns with a 
special air mail messenger service from i 
nearby small towns. 


Fifty-three of the towns under the 
new set-up have this kind of ser- 


vice-but, even tha tis like lightnin" 
compared to the old delivery in-sec- 
tions where railroad service is poor 
or non-existent.

344,0000,000 Kilowatts 


Major aspects of the proposal are: 
1. The government financed and re- 


gulated power plants would produce 
on initial annual output of 619,000,- 
000 kilowatt hours, of which 344,000,- 
000 would be prime power. The lat- 
ter is power which can bo depended 
upon at all seasons. 


2. The huge reservoirs would con- 


trol flood waters from the Ozark plat- 
eaus to the Mississippi river low- 
lands. The flood control capacity would 
be equivalent to 8.4 inches of runoff 
from the basin, and sufficient to have 
held nearly the entire flow of the 
White river at Bull Shoals during the 
1927 
flood. 


Here is how the floods would be 


controlled: 


During major storms, tributary re- 


servoirs would be operated so as not 
to increase the peak flows from un-- 
leservoirecl areas. The Table Rock 
and Bull Shoals dams would hold 
back the flow from the main stem 
of the upper White river until the 
flood crest had passed Newport, or 
some other point on the lower White.
